Candidates may be self- 
nominated. You may nominate multiple candidates for awards. 

-Once submitted, all application materials become property of Dade Heritage Trust (please make copies for 
your files). 

-Completed applications must be post marked by March 2003. 

-Presevation Awards are announced and presented during the Dade Heritage Trust Preservation Awards 
ceremony to be held at the end of Dade Heritage Days. 

-All work to be considered for recognition must have taken place within the borders of Miami-Dade County 
and must have been completed within the last five years. 

-A judging committee will review each submission and determine wiimers by considering the overall quality 
of preservation work and its significance for Miami-Dade County. The uniqueness, authenticity and 
extensiveness of projects are considered. Judges note the impact on city and county policy and on the 
community as a whole that has resulted from the project, individual’s work, or organization’s work for 
preservation. COMPLETE nomination materials are greatly appreciated. 

Dade Heritage Trust Preservation Award Categories 

Restoration Projects. These projects represent outstanding restoration work to an original structiue that has 
brought the structure back to use. Aspects of both construction and design v^ll be considered. Efforts to use 
Authentic materials and appropriate period design schemes are reviewed. 

Preservation Organizations. These organizations have either completed a specific project of great value or 
engage in ongoing efforts in the field of preservation and the restoration of historic structures. 

Individual for Preservation. This individual deserves recognition for his / her outstanding work for 
preservation in Miami-Dade County. 

This very prestigious award is presented for years of dedicated service in behalf of 
historic preservation.
